Northport, N. Y., July 14.—Standing 
within a few feet of the spot where, a 
little moro than two years ago, 
he 
shot and killed his aged fathor-ln-law, 
Dr, James Woddell Simpson, a dentist 
of Now York, was shot and perhaps 
mortally 
wounded by his 
mother-in- 
law, Mrs, Bartley T. Horner, the wo- 
man he made a widow. Dr. Simpson's 
wife, from whom he has been estrang- 
ed for many months, was near when 
thè shot was fired, but she did not wit- 
ness the shooting. 
Upon learning that 
it was her husban^ who had 
bren 
wounded she refused to go near him. 
and Dr. Simpson had to crawl to a 
house about 200 feet away to have his 
wounds attended to. 
Mrs. Horner was 
later arrested and held in |5000 bail, 
while Dr. Simpson, with the 
assist- 
ance of two friends, made his way to 
the Roosevelt hospital, in New York. 
The bullet lodged In his liver, and an 
Immediate operation was performed to 
take the bullet out. 
The doctors said 
that Dr. Simpson has only a small 
chance of recovering. 


Statements from Dr. Simpson and 
from Mrs. Horner disagree. The den- 
tist says that he had received word 
that his wife intended to sue him for 
a divorce and that he went to the 
Horner home to talk with her about It. 
He says he rang the door bell, and 
upon 
receiving 
no 
response 
peered 
through the door pane. He saw Mrs. 
Horner, he says, and called to her to 
open the door. Then. Dr. Simpson says. 
Mrs. Horner grabbed up a revolver and 
shot him. The bullet entered his body 
above the abdomen and he fell back 
against the door sill. A second shot 
was ilred at him, he claims, but the 
bullet went wild. 


Mrs. Horner does not deny that she 
did the shooting, but she claims jus- 
tification. Through her lawyer. Row- 
land Miles, she said that Dr; Simpson 
had several times called at the house, 
and that his visits were unwelcome. 
When he came she says she ordcr.Hl 
him away, and when he refused to go 
she took up a revolver and shot at 
him. 
Constable Hanson, who arrested 
Simpson in 1905 when the dentist shot 
Mrs. Horner's husband, arrested Mis. 
Horner. She was charged with felon- 
ious assault. 
After Justice 
Hawkins 
had fixed bail at $5000, Mrs. Simpson, 
the prisoner's daughter, qualified as 
bondsman and secured the release of 
her mother. 


This second tragedy at the Horner 
homestead is only another chapter in 
a series of unhappy domestic events of 
the last few years. The shooting of 
Bartley T. Horner 
by 
Dr. Simpson 
aroused the countryside in December* 
1905. and when the dentist was put on 
trial his wife took the witness stand 
against him, 
Mrs, Horner also gave 
damaging testimony against her son- 
in-law, Dr. Simpson was going through 
the manual of arms with a shotgun, 
when he accidentally shot his father- 
in-law. 


Mrs. Simpson said that while she 
was not pre ; r:.c when her mother fired 
the shot at Dr, Simpson, she believed 
her mother was absolutely justified, 
and said Dr. Simpson got what he de- 
served. 
She says she was in a rear 
room of the house at the time, but 
upon hearing a shot she ran to see if 
her mother had been shot. When she 
found that it was her husband she says 
she was relieved.

AVhen Scalps Wore in Demand, 


The scalping of enemies seems to 
have been a practice rather uncom- 
mon in America up to the advent of 
the European. 
According to a state- 
ment by George Friederici in the An- 
nual of the Smithsonian Institution, 
It was the whites who really popu- 
larized this engaging pursuit. 


The v/hite man not only offered 
prizes of money for scalps, establish- 
ing a regular market for them, but 
furnished knives suitable for the pur- 
pose—vastly more eflicient than 
the 
knives of shell, of stone and of fish- 
tooth which had been up to that time 
the best obtainable by the untutored 
aborigines. 


As far back as 1C37 the Puritans 
of New England (scalping being as 
yet unknown in that part of the coun- 
try) offered bounties for the heads of 
hostile Indians, 
large 
numbers 
of 
which were brought in and duly paid 
for. 
Forty years later the colony of 
Connecticut 
advertised 
for 
both 
heads and scalps and in July, 1C75, 
the "heroine" 
Hannah 
Dustin 
re- 
ceived 5250 and "many expressions 
of thanks" for eight scalps which she 
had taken with her own hands, two 
of them being those of women and 
six of children. 


Subsequently, -when In the last de- 
cade of the seventeenth century the 
English fought the French, both sides 
sought and paid for scalps. 
In 1755 
Gen. Braddock guaranteed his sol- 
diers and Indians $25 for every tro- 
phy of the kind taken from the ene- 
my; and later Gov. Penn. of Pennsyl- 
vania, offered $134 for every scalp 
of an Indian warrior and $50 for that 
of every slain squaw.—The Indian's 
Friend. 


Professor T, J. J, See. United States 
Navy, the well knov/n 
astronomer, 
has recently published an important 
paper on the "New Theory of Earth- 
quakes and Mountain Formation as 
Illustrated 
by 
Processes 
Now 
at 
Work in the Depths of the Sea." 


In two previous papers which have 
been widely read all over the world 
he showed that six great classes of 
phenomena, 
namely, 
earthquakes, 
volcanoes, mountain formation, the 
forihationof islands and plateaus,seis- 
mic sea waves following great earth- 
quakes and the feeble attraction of 
mountains long noticed in Geodesy, 
are 
but 
different 
effects 
of 
the 
common cause—the secular leakage 
of the ocean bottom. 
This forms 
steam beneath 
the 
earth's 
crust, 
which brings on 
earthquakes, 
the 
earthquakes uplift islands In the sea, 
and mountains along the shore by the 
expulsion of lava under the 
land. 
When the earth's crust Is thus up- 
lifted along the seashore mountains 
are produced, and some of the moun- 
tains break into eruption and form 
volcanoes. 


The expulsion of lava from under 
the sea undermines trenches in the 
sea bottom, and the crust gives down 
and forms the deeps often noticed 
near the land. 
The sinking of the 
sea bottoms after an earthquake pro- 
duces the seismic sea wave so often 
to follow great earthquakes. 


Thus the uplift of the coast into 
mountains and the sinking of the ad- 
jacent sea bottom Into a trench is the 
effect of the expulsion of lava from 
under the bed of the sea. 
This ex- 
pulsion Is due to steam which forms 
under the sea but not under the land; 
and hence when the steam pressure 
becomes very great it pushes out un- 
der the land and lifts the coast. 


In 1S99 the coast near 
Yakutat 
Bay, Alaska, was uplifted by a "great 
earthquake for 100 miles, and at the 
maximum the raise was forty-seven 
feet. This shows that a vast quantity 
of lava .was expelled from under the 
ocean and 
pushed 
under the land 
which was thus upraised. 


In the present paper Professor See 
shows conclusively that the Aleutian 
Islands are merely a branch of the 
Rocky Mountains still in the ocean to 
show us exactly how all mountains 
were formed. In the deep waters just 
south of the Aleutian Islands the sea 
bottom Is sinking into a deep trench. 
It is from 3000 to 4000 fathoms deep 
and just parallel to the islands. 


At almost every big earthquake In 
this region some one of the Aleutian 
Islands is uplifted, and sometimes a 
new volcano breaks out. 
On the 
other hand, a seismic sea wave fre- 
quently accompanies this movement. 


showing that the sea bottom to the 
south has suak. 
The uplift of the 
island and the sinking of the sea bot- 
tom shows that lava is being expelled 
from under the sea. 


Professor See gives maps of the 
ocean depths near the Aleutian Isl- 
ands, and also ^ear the Kurlie and 
Japanese Islands, and as the earth- 
quakes follow these subsidences it ii 
evident that the cause of these dis- 
turbances is everywhere the same, 
namely, the expulsion of lava from 
under ths sea, so that the bottom 
sinks down into a narrow trough. 


In this way the Island of Japan 
(Nippon) was raised from the sea. 
The hole in the sea bottom just east 
of .Japan made by the expulsion of 
lava is called the Tuscarora Deep, 
from our ship Tuscarora, which first 
discovered this 
deep 
trough. 
We 
know that the Island of Nippon came 
out of there, because if it were dug 
off and thrown into the hole it would 
about fill It up. In the same way the 
Aleutian and Kurlie Islands, if dug 
off and thrown 
into 
the 
adjacent 
trenches near them, would fill up the 
troughs which now appear there. 


If we go along in a field and come 
upon a trench with a ridge beside it, 
we know that the ridge was made by 
dirt taken out of the ditch. 


This 
investigation, showing 
how 
mountains are formed In the sea, Is 
likely to prove of profound signifi- 
cance for all the sciences which deal 
with the earth. 
It shows clearly that 
the sea bottoms leak even when the 
underlying rock is twenty miles deep, 
and that all the mountains were once 
in the depths of the sea. 
They were 
uplifted by earthquakes pushing up 
the land, and not at all by the shrink- 
age of the earth. 


Professor See calculates that the 
earth is now expanding from ten to 
one hundred times more rapidly than 
it Is contracting under the influence 
of secular cooling. 
He discusses also 
a mountain range now forming in the 
sea between Samoa and New Zealand. 
Here the sea is very deep and has a 
ridge to the west, just as in the case 
of the 
Kurlie . Island. 
The Pacific 
Ocean is erecting a wall on the west 
just like the Andes on the east. 
The 
mountain chain between Samoa and 
New Zealand is about 
1500 
miles 
long and eventually will be very high. 
It is still below the water, except a 
few of the peaks which are raised 
above as islands. 
But in the course 
of geological ages the western ridge 
will form a high range, and then, like 
the eastern side of the trough, will 
fold up and form another high ridge 
parallel to the first. This Is how par- 
allel mountain ranges are formed, and 
it is all the work of the sea, according 
to simple laws.—Philadelphia Ledger.

ZÏ0W to Carry a Library of Books in 
Your Vest Pocket. 


A new idea of making books is ex- 
plained in the current Bulletin de 
l'Institut International de Bibliogra- 
phie. 
If it is ever put to practical 
use it will be possible for every man 
to provide himself with a large li- 
brary of standard works at trifling 
cost and in a form which will permit 
of the carrying about of a large num- 
ber of volumes in the vest pocket. 


The plan consists of substituting 
for the large pages of the average 
books micro-photographic 
reproduc- 
tions of them to be read through a 
magnifying lens. 
It Is proposed that 
the . size of 
the plates representing 
pages should be internationally stan- 
dardized, so that any one possessing 
the magnifying apparatus would be 
able to read any book produced in 
this way. 


No technical difllculties are said to 
be in the way. 
It is claimed that the 
cost of production would be enor- 
mously reduced; thus a volume of 336 
pages pow costing $1 could be pro- 
duced foî eight cents. 
Also it would 
greatly reduce the work of libraries 
now cumbered by 
books 
of 
every 
shape and size. 
The plates would be, 
moreover, of a fireproof and durable 
material, while the -ystem admits of 
an edition being enlarged to anv di- 
mension desired in accordance with 
demand.

SHOT AT WIFE’S DOOR 


Dr. Simpson, Acquitted of Slaying 
Father-in-Law, Wounded. 


Northport, N. Y„ July 14.—Standing 
within a few feet of the spot where, a 
little more than two years ago, he 
shot and killed his aged father-in-law, 
Dr. James Weddell Simpson, a dentist 
of New York, was shot and perhaps 
mortally wounded by his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Bartley T. Horner, the wo­ 
man he made a widow. Dr. Simpson's 
wife, from whom he has been estrang­ 
ed for many months, was near whon 
the shot was fired, but she did not wit­ 
ness the shooting. Upon learning that 
it was her husbanj^ who had b/>en 
wounded she refused to go near him, 
and Dr. Simpson had to crawl to a 
house about 200 feet away to have his 
wounds attended to. Mrs. Horner was 
later arrested and held in |5000 bail, 
while Dr. Simpson, with the assist­ 
ance of two friends, made his way to 
the Roosevelt hospital, in New York. 
The bullet lodged in his liver, and an 
immediate operation was performed to 
take the bullet out. 
The doctors said 
that Dr. Simpson has only a small 
chance of recovering. 


Statements from Dr. Simpson and 
from Mrs. Horner disagree. Tho den­ 
tist says that he had received word 
that his wife intended to sue him for 
a divorce and that he went to tho 
Horner home to talk with her about it. 
He says he rang the door bell, and 
upon receiving no response peered 
through the door pane. He saw Mrs. 
Horner, he says, and called to her to 
open the door. Then, Dr. Simpson says, 
Mrs. Horner grabbed up a revolver and 
shot him. The bullet entered his body 
above the abdomen and he fell back 
against the door sill. A second shot 
was fired at him, he claims, but the 
bullet went wild.

The soliool garden system of San 
Antonio, Tex., is on a n established 
practical basis. It is said that this 
city has more gardens attached to its 
schools than any place of its size iti 
the world. 
There are 949 of these 
cultivated plots attached to the twen- 
ty-nine public schools. 
The gardens 
are In charge of school superinten- 
•dents, but the work of planting, cul- 
tivating and harvesting the products 
of each is carried on 'by the pupils 
of the school to which tho garden 
'belongs. 
The gradens vary from one- 
tenth to one-quarter of an acre. It is 
estimated that the total acreage is 
more than 100, or equal to that of a 
good sized farm. 


The hoys of the schools take a 
great pride in their gardens. 
The 
teachers declare that since the gar- 
dens were established the hoys are 
much more industrious in their stud- 
ies, that they learn more readily and 
that they all show evidence of male- 
rial improvements in their health and 
iphysical condition. 


The climate of San Antonio is pe- 
culiarly adapted to the operation of 
tho school garden system. The work 
can Ixj carried on during practically 
the Avhole school term. 
Certain veg- 
etables can be grown 
successfully 
during the 
fall and winter. The 
spring gardens are planted early in 
February and the products are ma- 
tured and harvested by tho time the 
school term ends in June. 
An enor- 
mous quantity of vegetables is grown. 
The boys take sucla a keen interest in 
the work that they give little time to 
playing the games that usually con- 
sume a good part of the time of young 
•students. 
There is much 
rivalry 
among the different schools over the 
gardens. 
• Text ibooks on agriculture now are 
used in the public schools of San An- 
tonio. 
The youths are given a basic 
training in fanming and gardening 
and are enabled to put their knowl- 
edge to practical use in the gardens 
that are provided for them. 
Enei^ 
getic boys, who become Interested in 
the work do not confine their labors 
to the school garden ibut many of

•Charles 
Wesley's 
reputation has 
suffered not a little from the over- 
'^shadowiUto predomioiance of his broth- 
er. 
There is no disputing, however, 
but that a t one point he greatly sur- 
passed both John Wesley and George 
White^field—he had a most 
happy 
wedded life. It was dn the spring of 
1748, -when h e was no longer young, 
that he first began seriously to en- 
tertain thoughts of marriage. 


Miss Sarah Gwynne, a girl of 23, 
daughter of a pious family occupying 
a high position in Wales, attracted 
him by her many lovable qualities. 
Brother John heartily approved the 
match. 
There was trouble at first 
on the part of tlie bride's 
people 
over the question of a settled in- 
come, £100 a year being thought tho 
smallest amount that would sufllce. 
This was finally guaranteed from the 
profits of the books and Saturday, 
April S, 1749, the wedding took place, 
John Wesley tying the knot. 


It ^\as an ideal Christian marriage, 
blessed with eight children, of whom 
three grew up, and two became very 
celebrated 
musicians. 
These two 
were Charles Wesley, Jr., and Samuel. 
Both showed 
remarkable 
musical 
genius from their earliest years, 


Charles was a great favorite wit?i 
George III., his private organist oc- 
casionally a t Windsor, and vejy early 
created much excitement by his won- 
derful performance of Handel's works. 
He played a tune to--the harpsicord 
at tho age of two years and 
nine 
mouths. 
He was called by one of 
the 
highest authorities of the day 
"the greatest genius in music I met 
with." 
His death was in 1834. 


Samuel (who died in 1S37 leaving 
a numerous family) was 
recognized 
as the best organist of liig day and 
was a gifted composer. At the age 
of 8 h e wrote a n oratorio 
called 
"Ruth" which was much admired. For 
•several years he and his brother gave 
u series of famous concerts at their 
father's house. 
Among his sons were

bastian Wesley, organist of Gloucester 
'Cathedral, and composer 
of

pieces, three of which are in our 
hymnal.

When Scalps Wore in Demand, 
The scalping of enemies seems to 
have been a practice rather uncom­ 
mon in America up to the advent of 
the European. 
According to a state­ 
ment by George Friederici in the An­ 
nual of the Smithsonian Institution, 
it was the whites who really popu­ 
larized this engaging pursuit. 


The white man not only offered 
prizes of money for scalps, establish­ 
ing a regular market for them, but 
furnished knives suitable for the pur­ 
pose—vastly more efficient than the 
knives of shell, of stone and of fish- 
tooth which had been up to that time 
the best obtainable by the untutored 
aborigines. 


As far back as 1C37 the Puritans 
of New England (scalping being as 
yet unknown in that part of the coun­ 
try) offered bounties for the heads of 
hostile Indians, large numbers of 
which were brought in and duly paid 
for. 
Forty years later the colony of 
Connecticut 
advertised 
for 
both 
heads and scalps and in July, 1G75, 
the “heroine” 
Hannah Dustin re­ 
ceived 5250 and “many expressions 
of thanks” for eight scalps which she 
had taken with her own hands, two 
of them being those of women and 
six of children. 


Subsequently, when in the last de­ 
cade of the seventeenth century the 
English fought the French, both sides 
sought and paid for scalps. 
In 1755 
Gen. Braddock guaranteed his sol­ 
diers and Indians $25 for every tro­ 
phy of the kind taken from the ene­ 
my; and later Gov. Penn, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, offered $134 for every scalp 
of an Indian warrior and $50 for that 
of every slain squaw.—The Indian's 
Friend. 


Professor T. J. J. See, United States 
Navy* the well known astronomer, 
has recently published an important 
paper on the “New Theory of Earth­ 
quakes and Mountain Formation as 
Illustrated by 
Processes 
Now at 
Work in the Depths of the Sea.” 


In two previous papers which have 
been widely read all over the world 
he showed that six great classes of 
phenomena, 
namely, 
earthquakes, 
volcanoes, mountain formation, the 
forifcationof islands and plateaus, seis­ 
mic sea waves following great earth­ 
quakes and the feeble attraction of 
mountains long noticed in Geodesy, 
are 
but 
different 
effects 
of 
the 
common cause—the secular leakage 
of the ocean bottom. 
This forms 
steam beneath 
the 
earth's 
crust, 
which brings on 
earthquakes, 
the 
earthquakes uplift islands in the sea, 
and mountains along the shore by the 
expulsion of lava under the land. 
When the earth's crust is thus up­ 
lifted along the seashore mountains 
are produced, and some of the moun­ 
tains break into eruption and form 
volcanoes. 


The expulsion of lava from under 
the sea undermines trenches in the 
sea bottom, and the crust gives down 
and forms the deeps often noticed 
near the land. 
The sinking of the 
sea bottoms after an earthquake pro­ 
duces the seismic sea wave so often 
to follow great earthquakes. 


Thus the uplift of the coast into 
mountains and the sinking of the ad­ 
jacent sea bottom into a trench is the 
effect of the expulsion of lava from 
under the bed of the sea. 
This ex­ 
pulsion is due to steam which forms 
under the sea but not under the land; 
and hence when the steam pressure 
becomes very great it pushes out un­ 
der the land and lifts the coast. 


In IS99 the coast near Yakutat 
Eay, Alaska, was uplifted by a great 
earthquake for 100 miles, and at the 
maximum the raise was forty-seven 
feet. This shows that a vast quantity 
of lava ,was expelled from under the 
ocean and 
pushed 
under the land 
which was thus upraised. 


In the present paper Professor See 
shows conclusively that the Aleutian 
Islands are merely a branch of the 
Rocky Mountains still In the ocean to 
show us exactly how all mountains 
were formed. In the deep waters just 
south of the Aleutian Islands the sea 
bottom is sinking into a deep trench. 
It Is from 3000 to 4000 fathoms deep 
and just parallel to the islands. 


At almost every big earthquake In 
this region some one of the Aleutian 
Islands is uplifted, and sometimes a 
new volcano breaks out. 
On the 
other hand, a seismic sea wave fre­ 
quently accompanies this movement,

Professor See gives maps of the 
ocean depths near the Aleutian Isl­ 
ands, and also ,near the Kurlie and 
Japanese Islands, and as the earth­ 
quakes follow these subsidences it it 
evident that the cause of these dis­ 
turbances is everywhere the same, 
namely, the expulsion of lava from 
under ths sea, so that the bottom 
sinks down into a narrow trough. 


In this way the Island of Japan 
(Nippon) was raised from the sea. 
The hole in the sea bottom just east 
of Japan made by the expulsion of 
lava is called the Tuscarora Deep, 
from our ship Tuscarora, which first 
discovered this 
deep 
trough. 
We 
know that the Island of Nippon came 
out of there, because if it were dug 
off and thrown into the hole it would 
about fill it up. In the same way the 
Aleutian and Kurlie Islands, if dug 
off and thrown 
into 
the 
adjacent 
trenches near them, would fill up the 
troughs which now appear there. 


If we go along in a field and come 
upon a trench with a ridge beside It, 
we know that the ridge was made by 
dirt taken out of the ditch. 


This 
investigation, showing 
how 
mountains are formed in the sea, is 
likely to prove of profound signifi­ 
cance for all the sciences which deal 
with the earth. 
It shows clearly that 
the sea bottoms leak even when the 
underlying rock is twenty miles deep, 
and that all the mountains were once 
in the depths of the sea. 
They were 
uplifted by earthquakes pushing up 
the land, and not at all by the shrink­ 
age of the earth. 


Professor See calculates that the 
earth is now expanding from ten to 
one hundred times more rapidly than 
it is contracting under the influence 
of secular cooling. 
He discusses also 
a mountain range now forming in the 
sea between Samoa and New Zealand. 
Here the sea is very deep and has a 
ridge to the west, just as in the case 
of the Kurlie . Island. 
The Pacific 
Ocean is erecting a wall on the west 
just like the Andes on the east. 
The 
mountain chain between Samoa and 
New Zealand is about 
1500 
miles 
long and eventually will be very high. 
It is still below the water, except a 
few of the peaks which are raised 
above as islands. 
But in the course 
of geological ages the western ridge 
will form a high range, and then, like 
the eastern side of the trough, will 
fold up and form another high ridge 
parallel to the first. This Is how par­ 
allel mountain ranges are formed, and 
it Is all the work of the sea, according 
to simple laws.— Philadelphia Ledger.

In Central Africa certain 
tribes make them into think brown 
soup. 


In Madagascar they are ibaked in 
huge jars, then fried in grease and 
mixed with rice. 
In 
Algeria 
they 
simply are boiled in water and salted 
to taste. 
The Arabs grind and bake 
them as cakes, roast them in butter 
or crush them with earners cheese 
and dales. 
But they only resort to 
this fare in times of famine. 
In 
southern Russia, where locusts still 
are extensively eaten by the serfs, 
the insects usually are smoked in the 
first instance 'like fish. 


When required for consumption the 
legs and wings are broken off and the 
bodies are 
boiled, 
roasted, stewed, 
fried or 'broiled. 
The flavor of lo­ 
custs, while strong and disagreeable, 
becomes mild and readily disguised 
"¡¡vlien cooked. 
Some 
locust 
soups 
scarcely are to be distinguished from 
beef broth. 
Fried in their own oil 
and slightly salted tihey acquire a 
pleasant nutty flavor. 


Locust 
eating 
tribes 
invariably 
grow fat when the food is plentiful. 
Grubs and caterpillers are eaten with 
avidity by Parisians, and butterflies 
are eaten by the natives of Australia, 
silkworms in 'China and harvest flies 
by some Africans—Chicago Tribune.

Two Sons Early in Life Showed Re­ 
markable 
Musical 
Genius. 


■Charles Wesley’s reputation 
has 
suffered not a little from the over- 
*shadowinto predominance of his broth­ 
er. 
There is no disputing, however, 
but that at one point he greatly sur­ 
passed both John Wesley and George 
Whit efl eld—he had a most happy 
wedded life. 
It was dn the spring of 
1748, when he was no longer young, 
•that he first began seriously to en­ 
tertain thoughts of marriage. 


Miss Sarah Gwynne, a girl of 23, 
daughter of a pious family occupying 
a high position in Wales, attracted 
him by her many lovable qualities. 
Brother John heartily approved the 
match. 
There was trouble at first 
on the part of the bride’s people 
over the question of a settled in­ 
come, £100 a y e a r ‘being thought tho 
smallest amount that would suffice. 
This was finally guaranteed from the 
profits of the books and Saturday, 
Apnll S, 1749, the wedding took place, 
John Wesley tying the knot. 


It was an ideal Christian marriage, 
blessed with eight children, of whom 
three grew up, and two became very 
celebrated 
musicians. 
These 
two 
were Charles Wesley, Jr., and Samuel. 
Both showed 
remarkable 
musical 
genius from their earliest years. 


Charles was a great favorite wltn 
George III., his private organist oc­ 
casionally a t Windsor, and veiy early 
created much excitement by his won­ 
derful performance of Handel’s works. 
He played a tune to--the harpsicord 
at tho age of two years and nine 
months. 
He was called by one of 
the highest authorities of the day 
“the greatest genius in music I met 
with/* 
His death was in 1834. 


Samuel (who died in 1837 leaving 
a numerous family) was recognized 
as the best organist oif his day and 
was a gifted composer. 
At the age 
of 8 ihe wrote an oratorio called 
“Ruth” which was much admired. For 
-several years he and his brother gave 
u series of famous concerts at their 
father's house. Among his sons were 
the Rev, Dr, ¿Wesley, sub-dean of tho 
Chapel Royal, and also Samuel Se* 
•bastian Wesley, organist of Gloucester 
Cathedral, and composer 
of 
many 
pieces, three of which are in our 
hymnal. 
The latter died in 1876.—

Alcohol from Peat 


In the manufacture of alcohol from 
peat, a Danish company, with ono ex­ 
perimental plant at Denmark and ono 
in France, has found the cost to be 
about one-fourth of that made from 
potatoes. 
In the process of manu­ 
facture, the cellulose or fiber of the 
peat is converted by sulphuric acid 
into a soluble carbohydrate and this 
is fermented by a special yeast.

HUNTING THE MASTODON. 


Few persons will envy the Russian 
men of science who have hurried 
across Siberia to the frozen ocean in 
order to secure the remains of the 
mastodon that was found last year 
near the mouth "of the Jana River. 
The travelers v/ere speeded on their 
way under the auspices of tho St. 
Petersburg Academy of Sciences, and 
the Government is footing all the 
bills. 
But even money without stint 
cannot provide comfort on such a 
journey of 3470 miles from Irkutsk 
through the wilds where the dead of 
winter still reigns; and it was to be a 
day and night journey till the party 
Bhould reach the prize, for reindeer 
and dog teams were coIler*ied along 
the route and no cessation of travel 
was anticipated till they should stand 
beside the animal, still 
two-thirds 
buried In the earth that overwhelmed 
It perhaps 10,000 years ago. 


Delayed a little by snowdrifts the 
expedition was seven days in reaching 
Irkutsk by train, where they trans- 
ferred to troikas that 
took 
them 
some distance north till they met the 
first reindeer sledge teams. 
Re.n- 
deer were to carry the party about 
half the way and then give place to 
dog sledges, and it was estimated that 
by either mode of travel about 115 
miles would be covered every day. 


After all the hard work, discomfort 
and great cost the Journey may be 
practically fruitless. ' Hopes were not 
fulfilled, for example, In 1903, when 
Baron Toll led a party to secure the 
body of a mammoth that had been 
reported 
in 
seventy-three 
degrees 
north latitude on the Balakhan River. 
All that was found were bits of skin 
with the wool on them and parts of 


slight angle Inward; the next wagon 
was drawn up as close as possible 
to it, with its hind wheel» on a line 
with the front wheels of the first, till 
a rough circle was formed, 
'the cat- 
tle-chains were then run from the 
wheel of one wagon to the wheel of 
that In front of it, and the corral was 
formed. 


Inside this the cattle were unyoked, 
and, if there were no Indian signs 
about, turned out to graze under 
charge of two herders. 


Road, properly speaking, there was 
none; only a track made by successive 
trains. 
It was usually easy enough 
going over the prairie, especially as 
there was a bitter frost, and 
the 
ground was hard frozen. 
But now 
and then a deep creek would have to 
be crossed, with a muddy bottom, and 
the whole lot of wagons must be 
hauled through, one by one, with per- 
haps three or four teams to each. 


The long line of cattlo would bo 
yoked on, and stretched to right or 
left nearly at right angles to the 
wagon. 
The drivers with their whips 
then swung the cattle over to left or 
right, as the case might be, and the 
wagon Avas bound to come out by 
sheer weight of the teams, unless, as 
sometimes happened, the tongue drew 
out of the body. 


SNOWED UP ON THE STEPPE. 
"When winter sets in adventures by 
rail are frequent and the process of 
"roughing it" is trying. 
Often trains 
are snowed up at little squalid sta- 
tions on the steppe, when the passen- 
gers can get nothing but black bread 
and tea. 
For hours? 
Aye, and for 
days. 
It depends on the authorities 
how lonft' the ill 
starred 
travelers 
shall abide. 


This year numerous trains were 
caught in the snow, almost buried 
there, 
J'nd 
generally on the open 
steppes i\fty or sixty miles from a 
lemon and a hundred miles from a 
beefsteak. 
The passengers besought 
the stationmaster and others to have 
them dug out and to clear the line. 
They even telegraphed to the Minister 
of Ways and Communications, and re- 
ceived 
assurances 
that 
the 
order 
would given. 
It was given—and dis- 
regarded.

over nearly fifty degrees of longitude. 


But the Russian Government 
is 
willing to risk- the money on the 
chance of drawing another such prize 
as that of the mammoth recently put 
up in the zoological museum, which 
at present is the greatest drawing 
card in St. Petersburg. 
The goal has 
probably been reached and the party 
knows now whether it has been chas- 
ing a vain and elusive hope. 


If the fond desires of the travelers 
are realized, they will have a month's 
hard work right on the spot. 
The 
body must be dug oni of the frozen 
mass that has conserved it for cen- 
turies. 
If a bit of the skin or skele- 
ton is missing the precious particle 
must be sought for as carefully as 
though it were gold. 
And then the 
relics must be divided into sledge 
loads, for no one sledge could even 
carry the hide, which will be cut up 
BO that it may be pieced together 
without sign of patchwork. 
Then the 
procession will start for Bulun, hun- 
dreds of miles to the west on the Lena 
River, over the tundra snows, which 
are expected to supply good sledging 
till nearly June. 
The hard work will 
then be over, for a steamer will carry 
the animal up the Lena to Irkutsk 
and wagons will transfer It to the 
train for St. Petersburg. 


In the frozen clays that have pre- 
gerved these animals for ages have 
also been found the alders, willows 
and birches, v/ith perfect leaves and 
even cones, which formed a large 
part of the food of these great ele- 
phants; so that we know that in the 
age of the mammoth the northern 
limit of these trees was at least three 
degrees of latitude further north than 
Is now the case. 
Our Alaskans are 
Btill digging up fragmentary mam- 
moth remains on the Pribylof group 
of Islands, on Unalaska of the Aleu- 
tian chain and in some other parts of 
the Territory, but always in the flat, 
unglaclated areas. 
This localization 
of the distribution cf these fossils In 
Alaska certainly points to the past 
land connection of Asia and America, 
which a change of level of only 300 
feet might have brought 
about,— 
Kew York Sun.

Dr. Steinmetz took this look Into 


the future in a lecture ai the Amer- 
ican Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
33 West Thirty-ninth street. The lec- 
ture was given for the New York 
Electrical Trade School, and most of 
the audience were students from that 
institution. 
Dr. Steinmetz's subject 


was "The Future of Electricity." 


Dr. Steinmetz said that the handi- 


cap against electricity now is its high 
cost of production. That high cost is 
occasioned largely by the irregular 
nature of the distribution. Electricity 
supplied for twenty-four hours to a 
mill could be obtained on one cent 
per kilowatt hour, whereas the elec- 
tricity used for lighting purposes 
would cost ten times as much. The 
hope of the future for economy, in Dr. 
Steinmetz's opinion, lay in the or- 
ganizing of electrical power supply so 
that it would go out evenly over the 
twenty-four hours, and not in a hap- 
hazard and unsystematic way as at 
present. 


"The cost of production," said Dr. 


Steinmelz, "depends on tbe distribu- 
tion of the 'loads,' and when they can 
be evened out over the twenty-four 
hours in a systematic way the end 
will have come for kerosene and gas 
as Illuminants.'' 


The same conditions will usher in 


the age of cooking by electricity, if 
the coal supply hasn't given out be- 
fore then. 


"The time will ec-me," said the pro- 


fessor, "when we will have no more 
coal, and it is not far in the future. 
Anthracite will not last long; many 
of us who are here will be alive when 
the last is gone. Many of us will see 
the time when there is only soft coal. 
Some of you may see the time when 
soft coal is exhausted, but probably 
not, for there is a supply of this even 
in Greenland's icy mountains. 
But, 


nevertheless, we can see tne end, and 
when we approach it what are we go- 
ing to do to keep from freezing? 
That seems to bs the problem that the 
next generation will have to mast, 
and maybe we ourselves. 


"But the Nation also will have to 


wake up to the problem of the poison 
that escapes in the burning of soft 
coal. 
Look out around Pittsburg 


where we see the pine trees dying. 
They have been poisoned. The ever- 
green tree, like ourselves, has only 
one set of lungs. Other trees get a 
new set every year. If you go through 
all those valleys where the great steel 
plants are you will never find a pine. 
It may be even before tae soft coal 
is gone that; we may have to drop its 
use, teat we will wake up to the vic- 
iousness of the practice of burning it. 


"And what does this mean? 
It 


means that we must use electrical 
power. 
When we reach the end. of 


the 
soft coal the only remaining j 


sources that will keep us from fi 
ing are the water powers. We 
developing the country's water power 
now, but we are only making a be- 
ginning. In the single State of Mas- 
sachusetts there is more water power 
going to waste than is found in Ni- 
agara herself. 


"Electricity in the future will have 


to solve the problem of collecting the 
water power. 
Now we convert it 


•where we find it into electricity; we 
haven't started collecting it as yet. 
We have been dreaming of transport- 
ing Niagara's power to New York. 
They will never do that, but the dif- 
ferent powers joined together may 
feed the same system. 


"What we gst to-day, however, of 


our real water power is a it.ere noth- 
ing. 
No attempt is made to get the 


enormous power that goes to waste in 
the spring floods. Look at the enor- 
mous unused power in the little 
creeks and rivulets. 
New methods

We might j 
be able to get along without physi- j 
cians—the human race would prob- 
ably continue—but we would not be 
able to get along without the elec- 
tricians. " 


Dr. Steinmetz, speaking of the de- 


velopment of the uses of electricity on 
railways, said that its effect on the 
social life of the Nation had been and 
would be incalculable.

WOULD INDEED FOR OUR POSTERITli. 


^ 
Anthracite Gone, Soil Wasted, Electricity the Savior— 
By the Time City 3 >is Mature Sun's Rays Will Be 
Conserved, Watercourses Will Be Chains of Reservoirs 
and Air Will Fertilize Earth—So Says Dr. Steinmat^. 


Dr. Charles Proteus Stelnnietz. pro- 
fessor of electrical engineering at 
Union College, Schenectady, and con- 
sulting engineer of the General Elec- 
tric Company, predicts that all young 
men now living will see the exhaus- 
tion of our supply of anthracite. The 
natural course then -will be to rely 
upon our deposits of soft coal for pro- 
tection against freezing, but the Gov- 
ernment, in Dr. Steinmetz's opinion, 
will be obliged to prohibit this or the 
air we breathe will become permeated 
^ith poisonous gases. 
The hope of 
the future for life, as Dr. Steinmetz 
sees it, lies In electricity. 


The United States that is to come 
•will be a country entirely devoid of 
Its present river scenery. 
The rivers 
of the future will be merely a succes- 
sion of sluggish lakes, with electrical 
power stations in between. 
All the 
little streams will have been utilized 
and 
their 
combined 
strength 
con- 
verged into the great bodies of water 
that are to supply the heat, light and 
power of the future. 


But even the husbanding of all our 
water 
power 
won't be sufficient. 
There must be economy along other 
lines. 
The energy of the sun itself 
must be trapped and saved. Our 
building methods will have to un- 
dergo a change. 
Provision will have 
to be made for the utilization of the 
sun's rays in the heating of our (or 
eomebody else*s) homes. 


Dr. Steinmetz 
also 
sees in the 
mind's eye the city of the future- 


will have to be devised for collecting 
the joint powerV\of all these creeks 
and rivers. 
That is what we will have 


to do when we face the possibility of 
freezing. 


"There are hard times coming for 
future generations. 
We can see now 
In what direction things will tend. 
We think now It is not worth while 
doing these things, but the time will 
come when they will have to be done. 
They won't live in houses such as we 
have now. 
They will have to collect 
the sunshine. 
They will appreciate' 
that it takes a lot of electrical power 
to produce a little heat." 


But in Dr. Steinmetz's 
opinion 
there is a vaster problem facing the 
nations of the world—a 
problem 
which only 
electricity can solve.

collection of office buildings, factories 
and bachelor apartments. 
All the

The development of the 
uses of electricity is already bringing 
this change about. 


Dr. Steinmetz took this look into 
the future in a lecture at the Amer- 
ican Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
33 West Thirty-ninth street. 
The lec- 
ture was given for the New York 
Electrical Trade School, and most of 
the audience were students from that 
institution. 
Dr. Stelnmetz's subject 
was "The Fuvture of Electricity." 


Dr. Steinmetz said that the handi- 
cap against electricity now is its high 
cost of production. 
That high cost is 
occasioned largely by the irregular 
iiature of the distribution. Electricity 
supplied for twenty-four hours to a 
mill could be obtained on one cent 
per kilowatt hour, whereas the elec- 
tricity 
used for lighting 
purposes 
would cost ten times as much. The 
hope of the future for economy, in Dr. 
Stelnmetz's opinion, lay in the or- 
ganizing of electrical power supply so 
that it would go out evenly over the 
twenty-four hours, and not in a hap- 
hazard and unsystematic way as at 
Iiresent. 


*'The cost of production," said Dr. 
Steinmetz, "depends on the distribu- 
tion of the 'loads,' and when they can 
be evened out over the twenty-four 
hours in a systematic way the end 
will have come for kerosene and gas 
as Illuminants." 


The same conditions will usher in 
the age of cooking by electricity, if 
the coal supply hasn't given out be- 
fore then. 


"The time will come," said the pro- 
fessor, "when we will have no more 
coal, and it is not far in the future. 
Anthracite will not last long; many 
of us who are here will be alive when 
the last is gone. 
Many of us will see 
the time when there Is only soft coal. 
Some of you may see the time when 
i-oft coal is exhausted, but probably 
not, for there is a supply of this even 
ia Greenland's icy mountains. But, 
nevertheless, we can see the end, and 
when we approach It what are we go- 
ing to do to keep from freezing? 
That seems to be the problem that the 
next generation will have to meet, 
and maybe we ourselves. 


''But the Nation also will have to 
wake up to the problem of the poison 
that escapes in the burning of soft 
coal. 
Look out around 
Pittsburg 
where we see the pine trees dying, 
i'hey have been poisoned. 
The ever- 
j-'reen tree, like ounselves, has only 
i>ne set of lungs. 
Other trees get a 
new set every year. If you go through 
all those valleys where the great steel 
i'lants are you will never find ii pine. 
It may be even before the soft coal 
IS gone that we may have to drop its 
tjse, that we will wake up to the vic- 
lousness of the practice of burning It, 


"And what does this mean? It 
means that we must use electrical 
power. 
When we reach the end of 
(he 
soft 
coal the only remaining 
.-.ources that Avill keep us from freez- 
ing are the water powers. 
We are 
developing the country'« water power 
now, but we are only making a be- 
ginning, 
In the single State of Mas- 
.-achusetts there is more water power 
. oing to waste than is found in Ni- 
i.gara herself. 


"Electricity in the future will have 
t') solve the problem of collecting the 
\ ater power. 
Nov/ we convert it 
u'liere we find jt into electricity; we 
iiaven't started collpcting it as yet. 
\7e have been dreaming of transport- 
i ig Niagara's power to Ne\v York, 
'i'hey will never do that, but the dif- 
1 srent powers joined together 
may 
i"3ed the same system. 


"What we get to-day, however, of 
i'lxr real water pov/er is a mere npth- 
lag.

That has to do with the exhaustion of 
the soil. 
It's a cardinal 
principle 
that you've got to put back into the 
soil what you've taken out If you are 
going to keep the soil's capital intact. 
That hasn't been done In this or other 
countries. New England, for instance, 
is no longer a farming country. The 
capital there, according to Dr. Stein- 
metz, has all been taken from the 
soli. 
The time will come, too, when 
the West will be exhausted, and we 
can go no further. 


"We will face the Pacific, and be- 
yond that," said the speaker, • "the 
millions of China." 


The attempt to fertilize the ground 
put back, Dr. Steinmetz held, only a 
small proportion of what was taken 
out, and it would be only about ten 
years when the supply of saltpeter, 
used in fertilizer, will have been ex- 
hausted. 


''When the capital of our farms," 
said the speaker, "is exhausted, we 
will have to produce fertilizer. -A 
large part of what we take out of the 
soli we dump into the rivers as sew- 
age. 
Billions of dollars of capital is 
carried down by them into the ocean. 
But we cannot hope to utilize all of 
this. 


"Electrical power is the only means 
that will combine the elements of the 
air necessary for a fertilizer. 
That 
process we are just 
reaching—th^ 
production of fertilizer from the air. 
It is not practical yet; the cost of 
electrical power Is too great. 
This 
fertilizer is produced only in Sweden, 
where electrical power is extremely 
cheap. 
Every year we can see the 
necessity of restoring the .capital to 
the farm. 
That situation will have 
to be met within our lifetimes." ' 


Referring again to the possibilities 
In our water supply. Dr. Steinmetz 
said: 


"We may get an enormous amount 
of power by collecting 
the water. 
There will be no more creeks and 
rivers. The rivers will be lakes joined 
by power stations. It will not be a 
question of saving the beauties of na- 
ture but of saving human life. All 
will have to be utilized, 
the 


spring floods, in restoring wnat has 
been taken from the soil. 
We might 
be able to get along without physi- 
cians—the human race would prob- 
ably continue—but we would not be 
able to get alcvig without the elec- 
tricians. " 
•V 


Dr, Steinmetz, speaking of the de- 
velopment of the uses of electricity on 
railways, said that its effect on the 
social life of the Nation had been and 
would be incalculable. 


"To realize it," said he, "go out 
Into the country. 
An enormous 
change is gradually taking place. In 
the old days the country 
districts 
were becoming depopulated; the peo- 
ple were moving to the cities. Now 
conditions are changing. 
The city is 
rapidly sending Its people back to the 
country. 
The overpopulation of the 
cities Is being relieved by the country 
becoming 
practically 
part of thij 
cities. 
The city Is fast becoming the 
place of business, 
with 
factories 
ofilce buildings and boarding houses 
for bachelors. 
The families will live 
In the country. 
This, will progress 
further and further until the Nation 
will again live in the country but 
work in the cities and towns," 


Dr, Steinmetz believes also that 
the application of electricity to rail- 
roads and to street car lines will ulti- 
mately afford tbe solution of the 
labor problem on the farm. 


"At present," said he, "the farmer 
complains 
that he hasn't 
enough 
help; that the farm has been depopu- 
lated. 
He wants a man for only a 
few weeks in a year, and then he is 
through with him. 
By operating be- 
ween the town and the farm the elec- 
tric roads will make it possible for 
the town man to meet those periods 
of demand and to work In the fac- 
tories the rest of the time. 
At pres- 
ent this isn't feasible, but the time 
will come when we will havQ to econ- 
omize. 
The time will come when we 
will have to co-operate In systemically 
distributing according to the season 
the work that is to be done. 
Then 
we will combine the city and the 
town."—New York Sun.

was brought hero by throo Japanese 
newspaper men, two oi whom aro 
visiting the principal large citios of 
the world, studying tlio methods of 
advanced journalism and tho modern, 
mechanical deviccs for prtliting news- 
papers. 


They visited the Times building, 
and, after inspecting tho plant from 
dome to pressroom, said that It was 
decidedly tho most modern newspa- 
per plant thfjjf had as yet seen. The 
visitors were K. Aishima, 
general 
manager of tho Osaka Mai Nichi, 
which means tho "Dally News of Osa- 
ka, Japan;** N. Okunuira, editor of 
tho same paper, and Jlro Abratanl, 
its New York correspondent. 


After Inspecting the Times build- 
ing, Mr. Aishima vras 
interviewed 
and asked to return at m-kinight aud 
see tho story of his visit set In type 
and run through the presses. Mr. 
Alshma threw many Interesting side 
lights on the newspaper business in 
Japan, and told of the physical 
growth of tho Japanese iu the last 
few years. 


"The attention of tho Government 
was called about fifteen years ago to 
the fact that the Japanese as a race 
were not as ¿all as they might be," 
said Mr. Alshlma. 
"So the Govern- 
ment decided to add a few inchos to 
the stature of her sons and daugh- 
ters. 
Tho Government 
Instructed 
the heads of the schools to see to It 
that the students stood up as much 
as possible, as the discovery had been 
made that ono cause of the short 
staturo of the average Japanese was 
•too much sitting down.' 
It also 
built gymnasiums and ordered a reg- 
ular course of physical culture in the 
schools. 
The same was done in tho 
army. 


"The resnlt was slow, but is now 
beginning to be felt, and it is now 
estimated that two inches have been 
added to tho height of many Japan- 
ese men and women, and another t\wo 
Inches may be added in another gen- 
eration or two." 


Mr. Aishima, in speaking of news- 
paper conditions in Japan, said that 
American labor agitators had suc- 
ceeded In unionizing a large number 
of Japanese printers aud typesetters. 
Owing to the large number of letiers 
and characters used in printing a 
Japanese newspaper (there are 3000 
letters and characters), it requires 
about 300 typesetters to get out a 
paper the size of the Osaka Mai Nichi. 
Although the unions 
have not a 
strong hold in Japan, they bid fair to 
become a power, said Mr, Aishima. 


The Osaka Mai Nichi is the largest 
daily newspaper in Japan. 
Its circu- 
lation is 270;000, and the paper Is 
read throughout Japan, Korea and 
parts of China. It has a staff of six- 
ty reporters, who are pensioned for 
life after becoming too old to work. 
Modern newspaper methods have in- 
vaded Japan, and several of the news- 
papers get out Illustrated Sunday edi- 
tions.—New York Times.

Evolution of Food. 


What would be the sensations of 
one of our ancestors of the Middle 
Ages if he could sit down to a modern 
breakfast table? asks an ingenious 
student of old manners in Harper's 
Weekly. 


"To begin with fruits," he answers, 
"these were almost unknown to tho 
men of his period; certainly in their 
present form. 
So were most of our 
vegetables. The only vegetable which 
seems to be more or less Indigenous 
over the greater part of the world 
Is tho squash-pumpkin 
tribe.

back to Cinderella. 


"Of course he knew the small wild 
cherry, with its bitter flavor, tho little 
wild strawberry, the raspberry, black- 
berry and plum.

A hole four or Ave feet In 
diameter was made in the flat, peaty 
ground, and from this half a dozen 
furrows extended on all sides.

th at the land was of little value. 
The introduction of dairying 
has brought about a wave of prosperity which was not dreamed 
of at th at time. 
The Governor was present at the convention, 
and also the State Dairy Commissioner. 
The people met the 
guests at the station with a procession having the usual brass 
band, etc., but the unique thing about it was th at at the head 
of the procession was a Jersey cow, and this cow had a black silk 
blanket on her, on which was printed in large gold letters the 
words, “I raised the price of land in McLeod County to $100 per 
acre.” 
Behind her were fifty little girls, dressed in white, 
having yellow sashes and blue sunbonnets, and each one carried 
a milk pail. 
The town was decorated with yellow, and each 
creamery had its badges out, stating the am ount of money it had 
paid its patrons during the past year. 
On arrival at tho 
speakers’ stand, in the grove in front of the schoolhouse, the 
children went through a little exercise illustrating dairy scenes, 
such as milking the cow, and going out to the field in the m orn­ 
ing.

HUNTING THE MASTODON. 


Few persons will envy the Russian 
men of science who have hurried 
across Siberia to the frozen ocean in 
order to secure the remains of the 
mastodon th at was found last year 
near the m o u th ’of the Jana River. 
The travelers were speeded on their 
way under the auspices of tho St. 
Petersburg Academy of Sciences, and 
the Government is footing all the 
bills. 
But even money without stint 
cannot provide comfort on such a 
journey of 3470 miles from Irkutsk 
through the wilds where the dead of 
winter still reigns; and it was to be a 
day and night journey till the party 
should reach the prize, fcr reindeer 
and dog teams were collected along 
the route and no cessation of travel 
was anticipated till they should stand 
beside the animal, still two-thirds 
buried in the earth th at overwhelmed 
it perhaps 10,000 years ago. 


Delayed a little by snowdrifts the 
expedition was seven days in reaching 
Irkutsk by train, where they trans­ 
ferred to troikas th at 
took 
them 
some distance north till they met the 
first reindeer sledge teams. 
Rein­ 
deer were to carry the party about 
half the way and then give place to 
dog sledges, and it was estimated that 
by either mode of travel about 115 
miles would be covered every day. 


After all the hard work, discomfort 
and great cost the journey may be 
practically fruitless. * Hopes were not 
fulfilled, for example, in 1903, when 
Baron Toll led a party to secure the 
body of a m am m oth th at had been 
reported 
in 
seventy-three 
degrees 
north latitude on the Balakhan River. 
All th at was found were bits of skin 
with the wool on them and parts of 


slight angle inward; the next wagon 
was drawn up as close as possible 
to it, with its hind wheels on a line 
with the front wheels of the first, till 
a rough circle was formed, 
'the cat- 
tle-chains were then rum from the 
wheel of one wagon to the wheel of 
that in front of it, and the corral was 
formed. 


Inside this the cattle were unyoked, 
and, if there were no Indian signs 
about, turned out to graze under 
charge of two herders. 


Road, properly speaking, there was 
none; only a track made by successive 
trains. 
It was usually easy enough 
going over the prairie, especially as 
there was a bitter frost, and the 
ground was hard frozen. 
But now 
and then a deep creek would have to 
be crossed, with a muddy bottom, and 
the whole lot of wagons m ust be 
hauled through, one by one, with per­ 
haps three or four teams to each. 


The long line of cattlo would be 
yoked on, and stretched to right or 
left nearly at right angles to the 
wagon. 
The drivers with their whips 
then swung the cattle over to left or 
right, as the case might be, and the 
wagon was bound to come out by 
sheer weight of the teams, unless, as 
sometimes happened, the tongue drew 
out of the body.

b o th at it may be pieced together 
Without sign of patchwork. 
Then the 
procession will start for Bulun, hun­ 
dreds of miles to the west on the Lena 
River, over the tundra snows, which 
are expected to supply good sledging 
till nearly June. 
The hard work will 
then be over, for a steam er will carry 
the animal up the Lena to Irkutsk 
and wagons will transfer it to the 
train for St. Petersburg. 


In the frozen clays that have pre­ 
served these animals for ages have 
also been found the alders, willows 
and birches, v/ith perfect leaves and 
even cones, which formed a large 
p art of the food of these great ele­ 
phants; so th at we know that in the 
age of the m am m oth the northern 
limit of these trees was at least three 
degrees of latitude further north than 
is now the case. 
Our Alaskans are 
still digging up fragm entary mam­ 
m oth remains on the Pribylof group 
of islands, on Unalaska of the Aleu­ 
tian chain and in some other parts of 
th e Territory, but always in the flat, 
unglaciated areas. 
This localization 
of the distribution cf these fossils in 
Alaska certainly points to the past 
land connection of Asia and America, 
which a change of level of only 300 
feet might have brought about.— 
New York Sun.

OI,KING'S NEW DISCOVERY 


Will Surely Stop That Coueh. 
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A LOOK INTO THE FUTURE SHOWS IT WILL BE A STRANGE 


WORLD INDEED FOR OUR POSTERITY. 


Anthracite Gone, Soil Wasted, Electricity the Savior— 
By the Time City 3 
Mature Sun’s Rays Will Be 
Conserved, Watercourses Will Be Chains of Reservoirs 
and Air Will Fertilize Earth—So Says Dr. Steinmatz. 


Dr. Charles Proteus Steinmetz, pro­ 
fessor of electrical engineering at 
Union College* Schenectady, and con­ 
sulting engineer of the General Elec­ 
tric Company, predicts that all young 
men now living will see the exhaus­ 
tion of our supply of anthracite. The 
natural course then will be to rely 
upon our deposits of soft coal for pro­ 
tection against freezing, but the Gov­ 
ernment, in Dr. Steinmetz’s opinion, 
will be obliged to prohibit this or the 
air we breathe will become permeated 
with poisonous gases. 
The hope of 
the future for life, as Dr. Steinmetz 
sees It, lies in electricity. 


The United States that is to come 
will be a country entirely devoid of 
its present river scenery. 
The rivers 
of the future will be merely a succes­ 
sion of sluggish lalces, with electrical 
power stations in between. 
All the 
little streams will have been utilized 
and their combined strength con­ 
verged into the great bodies of water 
that are to supply the heat, light and 
power of the future. 


But even the husbanding of all our 
water 
power 
won’t 
be 
sufficient. 
There must be economy along other 
lines. 
The energy of the sun itself 
must be trapped and saved. 
Our 
building methods will have to un­ 
dergo a change. 
Provision will have 
to be made for the utilization of the 
sun’s rays in the heating of our (or 
somebody else’s) homes. 


Dr. Steinmetz 
also 
sees in the 
mind’s eye the city of the future— a 
collection of office buildings, factories 
and bachelor apartments. 
All the 
married men with their families will 
have moved to the water-courseless, 
country. 
The development of the 
uses of electricity is already bringing 
this change about. 


Dr. Steinmetz took this look into 
the future in a lecture at the Amer­ 
ican Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
33 West Tliirty-ninth street. The lec­ 
ture was given for the New York 
Electrical Trade School, and most of 
the audience were students from that 
institution. 
Dr. Steinmetz’s subject 
was “The Future of Electricity.” 


Dr. Steinmetz said that the handi­ 
cap against electricity now is its high 
cost of production. 
That high cost is 
occasioned largely by the irregular 
nature of the distribution. Electricity 
supplied for twenty-four hours to a 
mill could be obtained on one cent 
per kilowatt hour, whereas the elec­ 
tricity used for lighting purposes 
would cost ten times as much. 
The 
hope of the future for economy, in Dr. 
Steinmetz’s opinion, lay in the or­ 
ganizing of electrical power supply so 
that it would go out evenly over the 
twenty-four hours, and not in a hap­ 
hazard and unsystematic way as at 
present. 


“The cost of production,” said Dr. 
Steinmetz, “depends on the distribu­ 
tion of the 'loads,’ and when they can 
be evened out over the twenty-four 
hours in a systematic way the end 
will have come for kerosene and gas 
as illuminants.” 


The same conditions will usher in 
the age of cooking by electricity, if 
the coal supply hasn’t given out be­ 
fore then. 


“The time will come,” said the pro­ 
fessor, “when we will have no more 
coal, and it is not far in the future. 
Anthracite will not last long; many 
of us who are here will be alive when 
the last is gone. 
Many of us will see 
the time when there is only soft coal. 
Some of you may see the time when 
soft coal is exhausted, but probably 
not, for there is a supply of this even* 
ia Greenland’s icy mountains. 
But, 
nevertheless, we can see the end, and 
when we approach it what are we go­ 
ing to do to keep from freezing? 
That seems to be the problem that the 
next generation will have to meet, 
and maybe we ourselves. 


“But the Nation also will have to 
wake up to the problem of the poison 
that escapes in the burning of soft 
coal. 
Look out around 
Pittsburg 
where we see the pine trees dying, 
They have been poisoned. 
The ever­ 
green tree, like ourselves, has only 
one set of lungs. 
Other trees get a 
new set every year. If you go through 
all those valleys where the great steel 
plants are you will never find ft pine, 
it may be even before the soft coal 
is gone that we may have to drop its 
use, that we will wake up to the vic­ 
iousness of the practice of burning it. 


"And what does this mean? 
It 
means that we must uss electrical 
power. 
When we reach the end of 
(he soft 
coal the only remaining 
sources that will keep us from freez­ 
ing are the water powers. 
We are 
developing the country’s water power 
now, but we are only making a be­ 
ginning. 
In the single State of Mas- 
.-achusetts there is more water power 
t oing to waste than is found in Ni- 
tgara herself. 


“Electricity in the future will have 
to solve the problem of collecting the 
water power. 
Nov/ we convert it 
where we find jt into electricity; we 
I aven't started collecting it as yet. 
We have been dreaming of transport- 
. lg Niagara's power to New York. 
They will never do that, but the dlf- 
’ irent powers joined together may 
ieed the same system, 


“What we get to-day, however, of 
our real water power is a mere noth­ 
ing, 
No attempt is made to get the 
norjnous power that goes to waste in 
iae spring Hoods, 
h w k at the enor­ 
mous unused power in the little 
treeks and rivulets* 
New method* 


will have to be devised for collecting 
the joint powerV\of all these creeks 
and rivers. That is what we will have 
to do when we face the possibility of 
freezing. 


“There are hard times coming for 
future generations. 
We can see now 
in what direction things will tend. 
We think now it is not worth while 
doing these things, but the time will 
come when they will have to be done. 
They won’t live in houses such as we 
have now. 
They will have to collect 
the sunshine. 
They will appreciate 
that it takes a lot of electrical power 
to produce a little heat.” 


But in Dr. Steinmetz’s opinion 
there is a vaster problem facing the 
nations of the world— a problem 
which only 
electricity 
can 
solve. 
That has to do with the exhaustion of 
the soil. 
It’s a cardinal principle 
that you’ve got to put back into the 
soil what you’ve taken out if you are 
going to keep the soil’s capital intact. 
That hasn’t been done in this or other 
countries. New England, for instance, 
is no longer a farming country. The 
capital there, according to Dr. Stein­ 
metz, has all been taken from the 
soil. 
The time will come, too, when 
the West will be exhausted, and we 
can go no further. 


“We will face the Pacific, and be­ 
yond that,” said the speaker, “the 
millions of China.” 


The attempt to fertilize the ground 
put back, Dr. Steinmetz held, only a 
small proportion of what was taken 
out, and it would be only about ten 
years when the supply of saltpeter, 
used in fertilizer, will have been ex­ 
hausted. 


“When the capital of our farms,’* 
said the speaker, “is exhausted, we 
will have to produce fertilizer. 
‘A 
large part of what we take out of the 
soil we dump into the rivers as sew­ 
age. 
Billions of dollars of capital is 
carried down by them into the ocean. 
But we cannot hope to utilize all of 
this. 


“Electrical power is the only means 
that will combino the elements of the 
air necessary for a fertilizer. 
That 
process we are just reaching— thq 
production of fertilizer from the air. 
It is not practical yet; the cost of 
electrical power is too great. 
This 
fertilizer is produced only in Sweden, 
where electrical power is extremely 
cheap. 
Every year we can see the 
necessity of restoring the capital to 
the farm. 
That situation will have 
to be met within our lifetimes.” 


Referring again to the possibilities 
in our water supply, Dr. Steinmetz 
said: 


“We may get an enormous amount 
of power by collecting 
the water. 
There will be no more creeks and 
rivers. The rivers will be lakes joined 
by power stations. 
It will not be a 
question of saving the beauties of na­ 
ture but of saving human life. 
All 
will have to be utilized, c>ren the 
spring floods, in restoring what has 
been taken from the soil. 
We might 
be able to get along without physi­ 
cians—the human race would prob­ 
ably continue— but we would not be 
able to get alcyig without the elec­ 
tricians.” 


"V 


Dr. Steinmetz, speaking of the de­ 
velopment of the uses of electricity on 
railways, said that its effect on the 
social life of the Nation had been and 
would be incalculable. 


“To realize it,” said he, “go out 
into 
the 
country. 
An 
enormous 
change is gradually taking place. 
In 
the old days the country districts 
were becoming depopulated; the peo­ 
ple were moving to the cities. 
Now 
conditions are changing. 
The city is 
rapidly sending its people back to the 
country. 
The overpopulation of the 
cities is being relieved by the country 
becoming 
practically 
part of the 
cities. 
The city is fast becoming the 
place 
of 
business, 
with 
factories 
office buildings and boarding houses 
for bachelors. 
The families will live 
in the country. 
This. will progress 
further and further until the Nation 
will again live in the country but 
work in the cities and towns.” 


Dr. Steinmetz believes also that 
the application of electricity to rail­ 
roads and to street car lines will ulti­ 
mately afford the solution of the 
labor problem on the farm. 


“At present,” said he, “the farmer 
complains that he hasn’t enough 
help; that the farm has been depopu­ 
lated. 
He wants a man for only a 
few weeks in a year, and then he is 
through with him. 
By operating be­ 
tween the town and the farm the elec­ 
tric roads will make it possible for 
the town man to meet those periods 
of demand and to work in the fac­ 
tories the rest of the time. 
At pres­ 
ent this isn’t feasible, but the time 
will come when we will have to econ­ 
omize. 
The time will come when we 
will have to co-operate in systemically 
distributing according to the season 
the work that is to be done. 
Then 
we will combine the city and the 
town.”—New York Sun.

N ew York Cu t T bek *hd Now 


Impression Arc Sometimes Made Upoa 
Children’s Minds Which last For Life 


By P B. VAN SYCKEL. 


Not being sensitive about tellint 
aSe. I would say that not far from 
fifty-eight years 
ago; when but a 
small boy, I accompanied my father 
to Now York City, over the New Jer­ 
sey Central Railroad, when that road, 
at that time, or a short time previous, 
did not extend farther than to Clin­ 
ton, N. J., as its western terminal. 


Upon our arrival in New York City 
we strolled up Broadway as far as 
where Park Row now leads off from 
Broadway in front of Trinity Chapel 
and the Postoffice. 
There we stood 
gazing for a while at workmen busily 
engaged 
removing old tombstones 
and graves, to prepare the plot of an 
old grave yard for the opening of 
Park Row street, and for what has 
later occupied that locality, including 
the present Postoffice building. 


The Brick Presbyterian Church, 
which was removed to Fifth avenuo 
and Thirty-seventh street in 1S5S, 
stood at that time on the corner of 
Beekman and Nassau streets. 
This 
was the church edifice, I imagine, 
which I then saw still standing to the 
eastward, 
near 
this 
old 
burying 
ground. 


This scene often looms up in my 
mind, when I contemplate the pres­ 
ent immensity of New York City, the 
most important financial and com­ 
mercial centre in the world to-day, 
with about 
4,000,000 
people, and 
growing rapidly. 


At that time we would have quito 
reached the northern boundary of the 
city in a few minutes* walk. 


But if we look back to 1G26 wo 
find, at the extreme lower end of 
Manhattan Island, only a few scat­ 
tered one-story and one-story and a 
half cabins among the trees, 
sur­ 
rounded by rocky and reed grown 
shores. 


These houses, history tells us, were 
covered, sides and roof, with bark 
or thatch. 


Twenty-two thousand acres of Man­ 
hattan Island, on which New York 
City now stands, had been bought 
from the Indians at a price, in glit­ 
tering beads, bright colored cloths, 
etc., aggregating an estimated value, 
in price paid, of $24, equal to about 
one-tenth of a cent an acre. 


To-day the same acreage is valued 
at many, many millions of dollars. 


Some years later the first church 
erected on Manhattan Island stood 
near the foot of Broad street. 
Even 
the extreme lower part of New York 
City to-day was then a tract of pas­ 
ture lands and swamps. 
What are 
now streets in this part of the city 
were then, 
in part, 
cattle 
paths. 
Hence 
the 
crooked 
and 
winding 
course of some of them. 


One or two streets, Beaver street 
In particular, was then a drain or 
ditch. 
A canal ran through Broad 
street. 
Such huntsmen as President 
Roosevelt could have found their big 
game of deer, bear, and even wolves, 
at the outskirts of this early settle­ 
ment, not far from the extreme lower 
end of Manhattan, even at as late a 
date as 16SO to near 17 00. 


In 175 0 there was a famous horse 
race track on what was known as the 
Church Farm, the southern boundary 
of which was “within a stone’s throw 
from where the Astor House now 
stands.” 


Horse racing was the chief delight 
Df the “high gentry” of New Yorkers 
In those days. The owner of the best 
horse received what was then termed 
a “subscription plate prize.” 
I as­ 
sume that betting, as now conducted 
at the races, which Governor Hughes 
3 commendably warring with, was 
not then indulged in. 


But stride on, and look at New 
York City of to-day. 
Space allowed 
me in your columns, Mr. Editor, will 
admit of but a glance at one aspect 
of it. 
This, however, will throw re­ 
flective light upon what would fill 
many columns, to relate the present 
day proportions of New York City. 


I quote some of the monumental 
public and semi-public works planned 
and under way in New York City, to 
be completed within, say, a decade, 
an aggregation unprecedented in the 
world’s history. 
The Grand Central 
terminal, $50,000,000; the Penna. R. 
R. # tunnel and terminals, $125,000,- 
000; the McAdoo tunnels, $50,000,- 
000; the Battery Belmont tunnels, 
$21,000,000; the Hudson River inter­ 
state bridge, $75,000,000; six new 
bridges to Brooklyn, $130,000,000; 
twenty-nine coming sky scrapers, 700 
xeet high, as announced, $50,000,- 
000; 
apartment hetels, 
$100,000,- 
000; other designated New York City 
improvements 
underway 
or 
an­ 
nounced to come within the next ten 
years, $200,000,000. 


This list alone aggregates an enor­ 
mous expenditure of hard on to one 
billion dollars. 


How much unannounced, and yet 
under contract, which will come for­ 
ward within the present decade, is 
scarcely 
conjecturable.

now TO GROW TALL 
TAUGHT IN JAPAN. 


Visiting 
EtfHors Say People 
Have Grown Two Inches in Few 
Year*--Rigid Exorcise System 


By a rigid system of physical cul­ 
ture Japan has increased the height 
of her men and women two inches 
in the last few yoars. 
News of this 
was brought hero by three Japanese 
newspaper men, two of whom are 
visiting the principal large cities of 
the world, studying tlu? methods of 
advanced journalism and the modern 
mechanical devices for prfhtiug news­ 
papers. 


They visited the Times building, 
and, after inspecting tho plant from 
dome to pressroom, said that it was 
decidedly the most modern newspa­ 
per plant thjgf had as yet seen. 
The 
visitors were Iv. Aishima, general 
manager of tho Osaka Mai Nichi, 
which means the "Dally Nows of Osa­ 
ka, Japan;” N. Okumura, editor of 
tho same paper, and Jiro Abratani, 
its New York correspondent. 


After inspecting the Times build­ 
ing, Mr. Aishima was interviewed 
and asked to return at midnight and 
see the story of his visit set in type 
and run through the presses. 
Mr. 
Aishma threw many interesting side 
lights on the newspaper business in 
Japan, 
and 
told 
of the physical 
growth of the Japanese in the last 
few years. 


“The attention of the Government 
was called about fifteen yoars ago to 
tho fact that the Japanese as a race 
were not as tall as they might be,” 
said Mr. Atehlma. 
“So tho Govern­ 
ment decided to add a few inches to 
the stature of her sons and daugh­ 
ters. 
Tho Government 
instructed 
the heads of the schools to see to it 
that the students stood up as much 
as possible, as the discovery had been 
made that ono cause of the short 
staturo of the average Japanese was 
‘too much sitting down.’ 
It also 
built gymnasiums and ordered a reg­ 
ular course of physical culture in the 
schools. 
The same was done in tho 
army. 


“The result was slow, but is now 
beginning to be felt, and it is now 
estimated that two inches have been 
added to tho height of many Japan­ 
ese men and women, and another two 
inches may be added in another gen­ 
eration or two.” 


Mr. Aishima, in speaking of news­ 
paper conditions in Japan, said that 
American labor agitators had suc­ 
ceeded in unionizing a large number 
of Japanese printers and typesetters. 
Owing to the large number of letjters 
and characters used in printing a 
Japanese newspaper (there are 3000 
letters and characters), it requires 
about 300 typesetters to get out a 
paper the size of the Osaka Mai Nichi, 
Although the unions 
have 
not 
a 
strong hold in Japan, they bid fair to 
become a power, said Mr. Aishima. 


The Osaka Mai Nichi is the largest 
daily newspaper in Japan. 
Its circu­ 
lation is 270*,000, and the 'paper is 
read throughout Japan, Korea and 
parts of China. 
It has a staff of six­ 
ty reporters, who are pensioned for 
life after becoming too old to work. 
Modern newspaper methods have in­ 
vaded Japan, and several of the news­ 
papers get out illustrated Sunday edi­ 
tions.— New York Times. 


Evolution of Food. 


What would be the sensations of 
one of our ancestors of the Middle 
Ages if he could sit down to a modern 
breakfast table? asks an ingenious 
student of old manners in Harper’s 
Weekly. 


“To begin with fruits,” he answers, 
“these were almost unknown to the 
men of his period; certainly in their 
present form. 
So were most of our 
vegetables. The only vegetable which 
seems to be more or less indigenous 
over the greater part of the world 
is tho squash-pumpkin tribe. 
Tho 
pumpkin is very ancient, for it dates 
back to Cinderella. 


“Of course he knew the small wild 
cherry, with its bitter flavor, tho little 
wild strawberry, the raspberry, black­ 
berry and plum. 
Apples or ‘crabs,’ 
as Shakespeare calls them, were used 
in England, and generally roasted in 
order to deprive them of their astrin- 
gency. 


“The wild-liedge orange of China 
and India Altered into Europe oc­ 
casionally, but it was scarcely eatable. 


“Potatoes 
were, of course, 
un­ 
known. 


“Bananas were introduced in quan­ 
tity to Europe within the lifetime of 
many middle-aged men. 


“The grapefruit is the product of 
the past two decades, and even yet 
has seldom crossed the Atlantic. 


“The peach was a poisonous shrub 
in Persia. 


“Our worthy ancestor, then, broke 
his fast upon salt fish, or meat if he 
wero wealthy or had access to some 
deer forest, 
He washed down his 
food with hot beer, spiced, or honey 
brew. ”

Force of Thunderbolt. 


Prof. A. Herschel, in the Quarterly 
Journal of the Royal 
Meteorological 
Society, describes the extraordinary 
effects produced by lightning in the 
midst of an open moor in Northum­ 
berland. 
A hole four or five feet in 
diameter was made in tho flat, peaty 
ground, and from this half a dozen 
furrows extended on all sides. Pieces 
of turf wore thrown in various direc­ 
tions, ono threo feet in diameter and 
d foot thick having fallen 78 feet from 
the hole.

surface, small holes had been bored 
in the earth radiating from the large 
excavation,
